JAPAN. 


YOKOHAMA. 
Our advices from this port by the present P. and O. mail are 


of no later date than those received by the Pacific mail on 
the 30th ult., and published in our issue of that date. 








NAGASAKI. 

Our advices extend to the 18th August; the P. and O. mail 
of June 27 arrived out on the 14th August. The Nagasaki Ex- 
press contains the following items of news :— 

The high temperature which has prevailed here has been pro- 
ductive of much sickness amongst the natives. But when the 
condition of the dirty creeks or ditches, emitting poisonous 
vapours, which intersect the native town in all directions, is 
taken into account, it is surprising that a much higher rate of 
mortality does not prevail. 

The British barque Colombo, Captain Tough, while on her pas- 
sage from Newchwang to this port, encountered a severe 
typhoon, during which she lost her jib-boom and some sails ; the 
binnacle and skylight were broken, causing the water to run 
down and damage te cabin, and the vessel was almost on her 
beam ends for some hours, her cargo of beans having shifted. A 
heavy sea struck her aft, which threw the chief officer, who was 
at the time in the mizen rigging, with such force on deck that 
his arm was broken, and it was found afterwards that a part of 
the fractured bone about two inches long had penetrated the 
deck ; one of his legs was dislocated, and he received besides a 
deep gash on the upper part of the thigh. 

the harbour has been nearly cleared of war vessels by the fol- 
lowing departures during the interval. The United States cor- 
vette Ashuelot and gunboat Palos for Hiogo and Yokohama ; the 
French frigate Za Belligueuse, gunboat Bourayne, and corvette 
Cosmao ; the two former for Chefoo and the latter for Shanghai ; 
and the British gunboat 7hzstle for Yokohama, leaving the United 
States frigate Hartford and corvette Lackawanna, and Russian 
gunboat Gornostai still in port. H.B.M. gunboat Frolic arrived 
on the 12th August, from Hong Kong, and left on the 16th for 
Yokohama. 

We understand that the effect of the restrictions recently 
placed upon the employment of coolie labour at this place, which, 
owing to the scarcity has been causing detention of vessels load- 
ing coal, has been found to amount to more than that of doubling 
the duty on coals exported. Whether Japanese coals can bear 
this additional tax comfortably remains to be ascertained, 
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The Hon. F. F. Low, United States Minister, arrived on the 
14th Aug., from Shanghai, and was saluted with fifteen guns by 
the United States flagship Hartford.

CHINA.

SHANGHAIT. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 24th 


August ; the French mail from London, July 4, arrived out on 
the 22nd Aug. The following items of news are from the North 
China Herald :— 


We understand that the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking 
Corporation have decided to erect new premises on the site of 
Messrs. Turner and Co.’s present hong, more suited to their re- 
quirements than those on their present rather cramped though 
convenient position. Messrs. Turner and Co. will, it is said, re- 
place their Bund hong with another to be built on the back part 
of their plot. In the meantime they have leased Messrs. Thorne 
Brothers’ old hong in Kiangse-road. 

Our readers will remember that the Tungsha lightship was 
damaged some time ago by collision with the Adele. She has 
now been repaired and remoored in position about four cable 
lengths to the 8.E. of that she occupied before the collision. The 
new bearings given are, Shaweishan N. 35° E., Gutzlaff S. 19° 
E., Kintoan N. 62° W. 

The last homeward mail was received here by the chartered 
steamer China, the Messageries Maritimes steamer Amazone 
having been detained at Hong Kong for repairs. The Company 
have chartered the steamer ¥ angstze to take down the mail of 
the 31st Aug. to Hong Kong, whence it will be taken on by the 
Amazone, 

We have had a profusion of heavy rain during the week, to 
the great advantage of the country, and the cooling of the at- 
mosphere. A heavy thunderstorm passed over the settlement 
on the 18th Aug., and has been followed daily by frequent rain. 

The Peking Gazette of the 30th July contains a memorial, 
trifling in itself, but important from the light it seems to throw 
on the present position of the Censorate in China. A man re- 
commended for the post of Prefect at Swatow “has been a cen- 
sor,” so that it would actually seem to be regarded as promotion 
from a censorship to a prefectship ! And this accords with what 
we hear from other sources, that the Censorate is composed in 
great part of young men who have passed examinations credit 
ably, but who are without much practical experience. If this 
goes on the influence of the office will inevitably deteriorate. In 
the meantime it may account for the easy snubbing administered 
by the Emperor on the following day to a Censor, Teng Ching- 
lin, who makes a suggestion for clearing off arrears of cases in 
the criminal courts of Sheng-king and Kirin, which his Majesty 
disapproves, but who at any rate deserves credit for calling at- 
tention to a disgraceful state of affairs. 

A peculiar and rather complicated case of larceny has been 
brought before the Mixed Court. Mr. W. Mitchell charged 
some Chinese with misappropriating a Chinese order for 
Tls. 249.98. The order was made out in favour of a Chinaman, 
who, however, was not at hand to receive it, and being ina 
moment of forgetfulness left in the pocket of a linen coat, it was 

ptly despatched to the wash. ‘The wash coolie into whose 
ds it fell having a faint conception that it was a paper to 
which a monetary value was attached, submitted it to a friend 
more knowing in such matters, who pronounced it to be an order 
for Tis. 24.9.8, or a tenth of ita real value. It was next handed 
to a house-boy in a foreign hong, who got the compradore to 
cash it through a Chinese bank. The Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Bank, to whom it ultimately reverted, paying over the proper 
amount on presentation, the compradore scented a rat, and 
though his friends, when they heard of it, called on him for 
the full amount, refused to pay them more than the Tia. 24 
odd which they had declared to be the value of the order. On 
the order being missed inquiries were of course made, rumours 
of which reaching the washermen, they brought an amount of 
Tis, 24 to the house-boy of the hong, saying they had heard his 
master had lost this. ‘The difference in amount could not at the 
moment be accounted for, but after some consideration the true 
explanation was arrived at; and Mr. Mitchell called at the 
Chinese Hank about it, where the compradore, shroff, and house- 
boy almost instantly appeared, offering him their condolences on 
the loss and congratulations on the safety of the Tls. 200 which 
they had declined to part with. The two coolies were rewarded 
with 2¢0 blows each and a month’s cangue ; and the house-boy, 
who volunteered as a witness, unfortunately betrayed a com- 
ee which the Chinese magistrate deemed deserving of 100 
lows, though the prosecutor interposed ineffectually in his 
favour. 

We have to notice the reappearance of our facetious contempo- 
rary Puck, ‘The artist seems to have been less active than usual, 
thoush we note a good sketch referring to a late law-suit. A 
“ Ballad of the Bund ” satirises the recent effort of the Silk Guild 
to impose new laws on trade, and its collapse ; and a letter to 
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Home Constituents on the subject of imports deals quite as un- 
mercifully with the Cotton and Woollen trade. A programme 
of an imaginary procession on the opening of the Garden (!) 
Bridge contains some good local hits, and an amusing list of 
toasts supposed to have been drunk in “ uninebriating but cheer- 
ing” beverages at a tea meeting at the Temperance Han fter 
the ceremony. The “ Audience” is described in the spirit of G. 
P. R. James ! and the Asiatic Society in that of — acientific con- 
fusion. The number contains several other good papers, and a 
number of clever witticisms. Altogether Puck will be welcome, 
as he always is. 

The Rinaldo has left for Chefoo, and the Thetvs has taken her 
place off the English Bund. 

We hear that the Danish barque Esbern Snare has become the 

eo aga of the C.M.S.N. Company, who intend using her as a 
ulk. The price was Tls. 3,440. 

The export of rice from Chinkiang is recommencing, which 
looks as though the surplus stores in that district were sufficient 
to guarantee the inhabitants against any probable inconvenience, 
if the drought injures this year’s crop.—A correspondent sug- 
gests that the presence of a British gun-vessel would not be un- 
acceptable, now that the “ Literati ” are assembling there previous 
to the Triennial examinations to be held at Nanking during the 
ensuing month. If we recollect rightly they canned a little an- 
noyance in 1870, owing to their ignorance of the “manners and 
customs of the outer barbarians.” 

The Peking Gazette of 1st August contains an important edict 
regarding the Grand Canal and the Yellow River. The dis- 
continuance of the carriage of tribute rice by the canal is formally 
ordered. 

Our Tientsin correspondent writes that the water is again in- 
creasing on the plains, and a new flood is threatened. The neces- 
saries of life are rising in price. 

The following items of intelligence are from the Shanghai 
Courier :— 

On the 19th August a one storeyed old godown, which stood 
in the Rue du Consulat, opposite the French Consulate, fell in 
without a moment’s warning. A few minutes before, a woman 
and some foreign children had been in it, and at the time of the 
collapse there were about a score of Chinese coolies waiting to 
resume some work they were doing to the godown. These were, 
of course, buried in the ruins ; some slightly, others to such an 
extent as to make their chance of escape small. Some foreigners 
with great promptitude and energy set to work to extricate the 
latter, while the Chinese who escaped unhurt seemed to think of 
nothing but recovering their tools and clothes. Two of those 
who were taken out were so seriously injured that they are re- 

rted to have died subsequently, while three others are badly 
brad: It is supposed that the long spell of dry weather had 
loosened the mortar of the building, and the accumulating 
weight of the rain that fell recently caused its instantaneous 
collapse. The beams and timbers are seen to have been utterly 
rotten. 

To the long black catalogue of losses, crosses and detentions 
that stand at the debit of the Woosung Bar in the account books 
of Shanghai, have to be added those of the Priam, which got 
ashore in attempting to cross, and was detained in an exceedingly 
inconvenient position for the trade of the port, notwithstanding 
the prompt assistance of nearly twenty cargo boats to lighten 
her, for no less than four days. The M.M.S. Tigre in going out 
with the mails was detained for a tide, but managed on the next 
tide to zeriggle past the Priam and get away. 

The new S.S.N. steamer WVankin, being fully fitted up and 
ready for service, has taken her trial trip as far as the Red Buoy, 
and Abst bones Span her, we hear, turned out most satisfactory. 
She is said to be superbly fitted up, and especially to be superior 
in ee aaa for Chinese passengers to anything yet at- 
tempted. 

BMS. Thetis, Capt. T. Le Hunte Ward, arrived from En; 
land on Aug. 18, and took up the berth vacated by MS. 
Rinaldo. . Medhurst, H.M.S. Consul, has paid an official 
visit on board the Thetis, and was received with the usual salute 
of seven guns. 

We welcome the return among us, by the American Mail, of 
Mr. George F. Seward, U.S. Consul-General. He resumed his 
official functions on August 18. : 








HONG KONG. 
Our advices extend to the 30th August ; the French mail from 
London July 18 arrived out on the 27th August. , The following 
items of news are from the China Mail :-— 


A meeting of the Chamber of Commerce was held at the City 
Hall on the 27th of August, at which the following gentlemen | 
were present :—The Hon. P. Ryrie, Messra. Kahn, Cc ‘es, Kar- 
berg, Welsh, Pyke, S. D. Sassoon, G. Sharp, Behre, Jensen, Ga- 
vey, James Greig, McDouall, Andre, Blakeman (Secretary), 
Campbell, and others, 

Mr. Ryrie, in proposing the adoption of the report and statement of 
accounts, observed that, during the past half-year, nothing new had cropped 
up, and, therefore, the attention of the committee had been wholly de- 
voted to the correspondence that had been received from every quarter 
on the subject of coast survey, As regards the lighthouses, he re. 
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marked that, from what had transpired in the Legislative Council yes- 
terday, in which a despatch from the Secretary of State on the subject 
was read, they might contidently expect that before long the proposi- 
tion would be carried out. As regards mildewed goods, no decision 
had yet been arrived at; the matter had been referred home, and the 
‘people had done nothing as yet. As to the survey of the coast, Mr. 
Ryrie observed that, from the letters received, there was abundant 
proof that the object they put forward was very much needed, and he 
only regretted that the subject was not taken up a few years before, 
and, had that been the case, the recent disasters might have been 
averted. As to the telegraphic services, there had been several stop- 
pages. A suggestion had been made to alter the two half-yearly mect- 
ings to one yearly meeting. He thought one meeting was sufficient, 
and the principal reason for it was that, at this time of the year, the 
members were most occupied, and at times it was difficult to get up a 
meeting. He considered that one yearly meeting, with power to call 
extraordinary meetings, would be enough. The financial condition of 
the Chamber was very good, and it would go on improving, as the Cham- 
ber’s circular began to be more and more appreciated from day to day. 
With these remarks, he proposed the adoption of the committee’s re- 
port and statement of account. 

The proposition, having been seconded, was carried unanimously. 
The confirmation of Mr. B. Davis's election as a member having been 
duly proposed and seconded was carried nem. con. Mr. Ryrie observed 
that the letters received from Admirals Shadwell and Jenkins, the 
commanders of ships of war and merchant steamers were excellent, and 
the least thing the Chamber could do was to pass a vote of thanks to 
the two Admirals for the valuable information they had furnished on the 
subject. A formal resolution to that effect was then proposed by Mr. 
Ryrie, seconded by Mr. Khan, the Vice-Chairman, and it was unani- 
mously carried. 

Mr. Cordes then proposed, and Mr. André seconded, that a memorial 
should be addressed by this Chamber to the Admiralty in England and 
the U. S. Naval Department on the subject of the Coast Survey, and 
that letters be addressed to the various Chambers of Commerce, inviting 


their co-operation on the subject of the memorial. This resolution was | 


unanimously carried. 

Before the meeting separated Mr. Ryrie said that a young and active 
Government officer had suggested to him that the Chamber might start 
a line of business with Annam. At present the trade with Annam was 
entirely in the hands of the French at Saigon. He thought the opening 
of trade with Annam was a good thing, and he would propose that the 
Chamber should memorialise the Home Government or H.M. Minister 
at Peking to send some sort of mission to Annam to treat with the King 
and to examine the resources of the country. After some desultory 
talk, and as no one was inclined to put the proposition into form, the 
matter was allowed to remain in abeyance until the next meeting. 


The Secretary's Account Current with the Chamber for the 


half-year ending June 30), shows that the finances of the Chamber , 


are in a satisfactory condition. On that date there was a balance 
to the credit of $1,038.30 with dependencies at credit and avyail- 
able for current expenses of $1,199.24, which amounts will be 
amply sufficient for the requirements of the half-year ending 
December 31. 

The Ordinances for the suppression of Abuses in relation to 
Chinese Emigration were proclaimed on the 23rd August, and 
on the following day five coolie vessels left the port for Macao, 
under notice from the local government. Considerable surprise 
has been expressed at Macao at this prompt enforcement of the 
law. We learn that a Shek Lung junk, bound for Macao with 
twenty-seven coolies kidnapped from the interior for the barra- 
coons, has been captured by a Chinese cruiser near the Bogne, 
and taken to Canton with those on board. Several other cap- 
tures of junks bound for Macao have been made by Chinese 

boats (the screw junk having done good service). The junks 
hava been taken to Canton, where the crews and crimps have 
suffered decapitation, the “emigrants” being released. 

A meeting of the Hong Kong and Whampoa Dock Company 
was held on Aug. 25, the Hon. Jas. Whittall in the chair. The 
chairman observed that, xlthough the profit was not as great as 
might have been hoped, it must be recollected that it had to be 
calculated not on $243,000, as shown on one side of the report, 
but on that sum minus $43,000. The directors had taken every 
step to reduce expenses. They had lowered the rate of interest 
pee from 8 per cent. to 6 per cent. ; they were about to remove 

th the Wanchai Yard and the Engineers’ staff from Whampoa 
to Aberdeen, and by so doing would doubtless save a good deal 
of expense. The report was carried nem. con. 

The Japanese Embassy, numbering nineteen members, arrived 
on the 27th aap from Europe, per French mail steamer Ava, 
having visited the Courts of England, France, Belgium, Holland, 
Prussia, Norway, Sweden, Russia, Bavaria, Italy, and Austria, 
and the Republics of Switzerland and the United States. The 
Ambagsadors express themselves as highly pleased with their 
recept_on at London and Washington. Teokun will resume his 
duties as Prime Minister on his return, and Mr. Brooks, the Ja- 
rynese Consul at San Francisco, will return thither after a short 
y4y in Japan. 

e Hong Kong, Macao, and Canton Steamboat Company’s 
vessel Powan went for a cruise, on the 17th August, round Lan- 
tao, having the directors and others on board, returning at four 
pm. During the trip she sustained an average speed of nine 
ay an age on 40 lbs. of steam. She left on the eee her 

trip to Canton, carrying passengers and cargo. e is in 
admirable order, and far exceeds any other of the company’s 
vessels in accommodation and fittings, 
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The Criminal Sessions of the Supreme Court were opened on 
the 18th Aug., but there were no cases on the calen The 
Chief Justice observed that he was glad that crime was decreas- 
ing. This was brought about partly through the vigour of the 
police, and partly by the new gaol regulations, which had a de- 
terrent effect. Mr. Lister, the Sheriff, then handed to his lord- 
ship a pair of white gloves, enclosed in a sandal-wood box. This 
is, we believe, the first case of a“ Maiden Assizes” in Hong Kong 
for several years. 

During the past week considerable anxiety has been caused by 
rumours of the loss of the ships Maitland and Argonaut, and the 
steamer Cheops, all of which appear to have originated in the 
fact that tea chests, bearing the marks of cargo shipped by those 
vessels, as well as per florence Nightingale, pave been picked up 
in the Formosa channel. The arrival of the Cheops at London 
has, however, been seported, but the name of the vessel whence 
the chests came is still unknown. 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 


—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

Our advices from this port extend to the 7th Sept.; no 
later mail from London had arrived out. The following sum- 
mary of news is from the Straits Times :-—. 

The principal event of political interest during the fortnight 
has been a visit of Her Majesty’s ships Thalia and Midge to 
Laroot, his Excellency the Governor having gone in the Thalia, 
The object of their cruise was stated to have been the capture of 
a number of small piratical craft infesting the rivers and creeks 
of Laroot, and preying upon small traders and all other vessels 
that come into their way. These pirates, as well as the junks 
engaged in the chronic disturbances between the Laroot Chinese 
| factions, have been, it is said, all along supplied with arms and 

munitions of war from Penang by Chinese interested in the for- 

tunes of either pany ; and the Lieutenant-Governor of Penang 
| telegraphed to his Excellency the Governor that there was im- 
: minent danger of the disturbances extending to that Settlement. 
’ Accordingly, his Excellency left next day in the Thalia. He 
returned to this port in that vessel on the 6th Sept., but we have 
i not as yet learned the results of the cruise. If, however, the 
‘ Government has adhered to its declared policy of avoiding all 
| interference with the disturbances on shore in Larose it may be 
| assumed that these results will have been but meagre, and at the 
best transient and most unsatisfactory. 

The Council has met twice during the fortnight, on the 26th 
| Aug. and the 2nd inst., at both of which meetings the Chief 

Justice presided. The only business transacted was the discus- 
| sion in committee of that portion of the Criminal Procedure Bill 
relating to the Juries, a measure necessary for the successful 
| working of the Penal Code ; it is intended to abolish the Grand 
. Jury, and reduces the number of the Petit Jury to seven. Con- 
| siderable discussion has taken place on the question of abolishing 
‘the Grand Jury, the unofficial members taking a united stand in 
| favour of continuing this ancient institution ; but the officials 
carried the day, and we think their views will commend them- 
selves to the majority of the residents, as better suited to the 
circumstances of the colony than an adherence to the present 
cumbersome system of conducting the business of our criminal 
courts. There is, however, a strong feeling manifested outside 
against abolishing the Grand Jury, and a public meeting is 
talked of to consider the matter, as well as to discuss the letti 
of the opium and spirit farms and other minor questions affect- 


ing the present régime. 

yo questions have been exsiting considerable public feeli: 
of late ; one is the expediency of allowing the Attorney-Gene 
to receive a regular annual salary, as a “retaining fee,” from 
the opium and spirit farmers, which, it is with much 
force, may act detrimentally to the public interests. The matter 
was mooted in Council on the 21st Aug., and from the report of 
the proceedings it is apparent that there must be some reason, 
unknown to the general public, which makes it so desirable for 
the farmers to have the Government law officer heavily paid— 
not, as the Attorney-General himself confesses, to conduct pro- 
secutions for him, but as a pledge not to conduct “ private ” pro- 
secutions agaiust him. The other question is, the desirability of 
permitting Government officers, from the Governor down, to re- 
ceive “ presents” from either Malay pone or anyone else, 
lest they may be thereby influenced to favour the donors, 
possibly to the detriment of the interests of the colony. The 
two questions are analogous, and if dealt with at all by the 
proper authorities, should be taken together, and, if possible, 
effectually checked. 

It is not often, fortunately, that we have to chronicle the ap- 
pearance in Singapore of a regular boa-constrictor, but a mon- 
ster which has been killed on a plantation back of the Tanglin 
barracks, and exhibited in various parts of the town, is a veritable 
boa. The reptile measured twenty-five feet in length, and 
twenty inches in circumference, and was killed while in a state 
of stupor after having swallowed a full grown pig, weighing 
about a picul, which was also brought to town along with his 
spakeship. We trust there are not many more reptiles like this 
in the island,

IMPORTS. 


Hawxow.—Business had improved, and settlements of Grey Cottons 
hed been on a larger scale than for some weeks previously. The river 
continued to recede, 20 that it was hoped the improvement would con-

of Grey Shirtings and T-Cloths had gone inland to the Shantung and

Ae eanat, There had been another interval of very dull trade. The 
advices from the large Northern markets continued discouraging, and 
the dealers remained inactive. Importers, however, strengthened by 
the telegraphic news of diminished exporte, were firm, and confidently 
looked for a considerable advance on the low and unprofitable rates 
which had ruled so long. 8°4 Ibs. Grey Shirtings had changed hands 
to a trifling extent at a small advance, and there had been some little 
enquiry for White Shirtings, which were not obtainable at the prices 
ruling for some time past. The low current values of T-Cloths and 
Jeans had attracted the attention of some foreign speculators, and con- 
siderable sales from second hands were reported. With the exception 
of some enquiry for Dyed Brocades, and Dyed Damasks, there had 
been very little business in Fancy Cottons. Woollens generally were 
without material improvement, but quotations were not lower. The 
advices from the River Ports were still unsatisfactory, and at Tientsin 
stagnation prevailed, owing to continued heavy rains threatening to 
flood the country. 

Fobcnow =e only sales reported had been 600 pieces 8} lbs, Grey 
Shirtings at $2.674 per piece, and 2,300 pigs Lead at $8 per picul. 

Hona Kona.—The arrivals had been the 8.8. Trafalgar, Ajax, An- 
tenor, and P. and O. steamer Indus, in addition to the mail steamers, 
and all of them had brought full supplies of manufactured goods for 
this market. Business in Imports had been of a more general character 
during the interval, but the settlements reported show that Yarns still 
occupied the principal share of attention. Holders continued very 
firm in their demands, and should supplies continue moderate, an ad- 
vance in the principal staples was considered probable. 

Canton.—Lead: Large supplies were on offer from second hands, 
and sales were difficult at a decline of 10c. L. B. and similar brands 
were quoted $7.55 to 7.60, and W. B. $7.80 to 7.90 per picul. Quick- 
silver was quoted at $130 to 131 per picul. 

Batavia.—There had been no improvement in demand for Cotton 
Manufactures, the retail enquiry had fallen off considerably, and dealers 
would buy only at extremely low rates. . 

SrncaporF.—During the first week of the fortnight the market for 
Manchester staples was very quiet ; afterwards there was more anima- 
tion owing to holders selling freely at lower rates, and a moderate busi- 
ness had be2n done ; at the close the demand had fallen off, and prices 
of most staples were weak. 

PeNANG.—The import market had remained in the same dull state as 
last advised. Grey goods generally had experienced an especially dull 
fortnight ; if anything the salea reported had been on a still more retail 
scale, importers generally were willing to sell at a reduction on current 
quotations.

Hankow.—Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co.’s Report says :—A fair 
business, for the time of year, has been transacted during the past fort- 
night, settlements being 7,218 cheats, 5,173 half-chests, 1,849 boxes, 
particulars of which are—4,881 chests, 3,677 half-chests, 1,631 boxes, 
at la. 14d. to 1s. 44d. ; 1,364 chests, 1,496 half-chests, 218 boxes, at 
119d. to 1s. 14d. ; 973 chests, at 10%d. Arrivals consist almost entirely 
of third crop leaf, the best parcels of which we consider equal in quality 
to those of last year, the commoner kinds, however, are decidedly in- 
ferior. The number of chops settled here is but small, prices averag- 
ing from one to two taels lower than last year. 

SmanaHal.—Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer and Co.'s Circular says :— 
Black : A large busineas has been done during the fortnight. Settle- 
ments amounting to 20,653 chests, and 34,339 half-chests. Third crop 
Teas have been arriving during the last few days, and have been freely 
taken, late purchases showing an advance of about five mace on first 
settlements. Other kinds show no alteration in price. The bulk of 
the settlements consist of Oonam Teas at Tls. 20 to 22, and Hohows 
and second-class second crop Ningchows at Ts. 23 to 24. Nearly 
everything is being shipped via Canal, and the export from Shanghai 
by steamer is 42,500,000 Ibs., against 31,000,000 Ibs. last year, only 
7,500,000 having gone forward round the Cape, against 15,250,000 Ibs. 
last year. The bulk of the settlements this year range from Tls. 19 to 
23, against Ts 22 to 26 in 1872, Tls. 19 to 22 in 1871, and Tis. 18 to 
21 in 1870. Green: A good business has been done especially in the 
finer kinds of Moyune and Teenkai, which have been taken freely at 
former prices. Arrivals of Moyuncs have been inquired after ; but 
Shanghai packed have been quite neglected, and such kinds show a de- 
cline of about 1 tael. The new Moyune Teas are badly made but draw 
a good water. Settlements, 1,061 half-chests and 14,389 boxes Ping- 
suey at Tls. 26 to 46; 31,281 hulf-chests Fychow and Moyune at 
Tis. 25.5 to 45. 

Foocnow.—The market had been fairly active at gradually harden- 
ing prices. Congou: Settlements 25,200 chests at Tls. 3 to 21, and 
Tis. 282 for a small lot of boxes of first crop Teas, showing an advance 
on all kinds of from half to one tael ; arrivals 25,100 chests. Souchong : 
Settlements 1,800 chests at Tls.16 to 38, without much change in 
rates; arrivals, 1,300 chests. Ovlong: Settlements, 1,500 half- 
chests at Tis. 154 to 18}, being at about former rates ; arrivals, 8,700 
half-cheste. Scented Teas: Settlements, 7,500 boxes Scented Orange 
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Pekoe at Tis. 184 to 263, and 800 boxes Scented Caper at Tls. 174 to 
204. Prices are about on a par with previous rates ; arrivals, 6,500 
boxes. Flowery Pekoes: Settlements, 300 chests at Tis. 25 to 35; 
arrivals, 200 chests. 

CanTon.—Deacon and Co.’s Report says :—A moderate business hag.» 
been passing during the past fortnight, at a reduced range of prices, 
but London advices respecting Scented Teas continue most discouraging, 
and tend to check any eugerness to make large investments at present 
current value. Canton District Congous have not been dealt in. 
Scented Teas.— Orange Pekoes have been settled at a decline of about 
Tl. 1 per picul, clean new make sorts selling at Tls. 15 to 154, and long 
leaf of medium to good medium quality at Tls. 19 to 23. Capers, of 
fair to medium class, have been purchased at Tl. 1 under former quota- 
tions, but in the better kinds only a very trifling concession can be 
noticed. Canton Greens attract little attention. Gunpowders are ob- 
tainable at fully one Tael cheaper than a fortnight ago, and on that 
basis a few hundred boxes have been settled. We summarise sales 
with prices as follows :—Scented Orange Pekoe, 6,000 boxes at Tls. 15 
to 26 ; Scented Caper, 11,000 at Tls.

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from the farmer in exchange for money the rice he would 
otherwise have delivered to Government as his tax. The 
disturbances recently noted in the province of Chikusen 
are said to have been between the farmers and merchants, 
the former claiming that the latter had combined to obtain 
unwarrantably hard bargains, by which means the profits 
of cunning merchants became additional burdens to the 
simple-minded farmers. Such disturbances are inseparahts 
from the transition state through which Japan is passing, 
and we believe will pass successfully. Many wise hehe 
among her people realise that Government should move 
slowly ;—protecting the weak, where fundamental changes 
have left them exposed to the dangers of new ways, until 
they have learned to protect themselves. As the market 
value of rice may vary every week in the year, so may any 
money estimate of the national revenue, even when its 
exact quantity is known in kokus of rice. It is thus easy 
to see how widely different may be the money estimate in 
dollars of sales likely to be realised by Government from 
the rice tax actually in hand, when made by a sanguine or 
a despondent officer, for rice has varied from one to seven 
cents a pound in comparatively recent years. The crop of 
1869-70 realised to Government an average of about $10 a 
koku, or 3} cents, The estimate placed on the Government 
rice now in hand is certainly a very moderate one at two 
Tios three boos per koku (340 lbs.), which is about $2.75 a 
koku, or 8-10ths of a cent a pound. We should not judge 
hastily of Eastern nations ; many statements clear to Oriental 
minds become equally so to Europeans by a little study. 
The ruling classes of Japan understand well the true posi- 
tion of their country, and while seeking the best and surest 
methods by which to advance safely, they are also wide 
awake to discuss and avert real danger. The knowledge 
of this fact should contribute to strengthen her national 
credit, as it will more surely lead to a prosperous future. 
During the few most active years of her transition state, 
Japan will require for expenses an excess over her annual 
receipts by taxation, which will be unnecessary after her 
finances become regulated upon an established system of 

eneral taxation by the central Government. This excess 
in expenses for a short time will be in part represented 
by substantial improvements and public works, whose 
national value will far exceed the necessary outlay thus 
incurred. 


JAPANESE FINANCE. 

Ir has been asserted that the Government of Japan is 
altogether in advance of the mass of its people, which is 
undoubtedly a fact, and should be accepted as a good sign. 
Flocks are safest when their shepherds lead. 

It has also been said that the national expenses have 
been enormously increased ; that Government now spends 
beyond its present income, and should at once economise, 
by stopping all expensive undertakings, pay off its foreign 
loan and paper currency, restraining its expenses within 
such means as are annually raised by taxation. Whatever 
may be the true policy adopted in the future, the fact of its 
discussion is a matter of congratulation among all well- 
wishers to Japan. Nations gain by self-examination, and 
any honest attempt to look existing facts squarely in the 
face is an indication of strength rather than weakness, and 
a just claim to credit. The foreknowledge gained by an 
exposure of error, in discussion, has been the means of 
avoiding dangers which have beset the progress of all 
nations in all ages. 

The customs of Japan in her ancient seclusion differ so 
widely from our own, that a word may well be said in par- 
tial explanation of certain statements published by various 
papers, and not readily understood by Europeans, regarding 
the estimated receipts and expenditure of the Government 
of Japan for the current year. Causes unavoidably existing 
among a peoplein a transition state have necessarily produced 
certain results, temporary in their nature, which, viewed 
aright, are among the natural stages inevitable to that pro- 
gress by which a new order of things is being inaugurated. 
Everyone must be aware that Japan has many changes to 
pass through before establishing herself upon a uniform 
basis with Western nations. How far uniformity is de- 
sirable may long be an open question. The changes that 
will come in her national progress may come more or less 
spasmodically—but as long as it is evident that the Govern- 
ment of Japan is attempting to lead its people onward, no cry 
of discouragement can reasonably be raised. Victory without 
struggle is unusual. As the leavening of bread precedes 
its rise, so the awakening of a people leads to their de- 
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Rabal and Military.

A ponderous Blue-book has been published this week, showing the 
expenditure at the home and foreign yards on Her Majesty's 


ships and vessels building, repairing, &c., during the financial 
year 1870-71. In the Hong Kong yard the Ocean, Adventure, 
Algerine, Avon, Banterer, Barrosa, Bouncer, Cockchafer, Do- 


negaty Dove, Dwarf, Elk, Firm, Grasshopper, Havoc, Hornet, Icarus, 
Juno, Leven, Midge, Nassau, Opossum, Princess Charlotte, Ri- 
naldo, Ringdove, Salamis, Starling, Sylvia, Zebra, and a number of 
smaller ships and vessels underwent repairs and received supplies. The 
value of the materials issued was £39,109, and the wages amounted to 
£7,921, making a gross total of £47,130. The value of materials re- 
turned was £12,779, showing a net total of £34,251, excluding inci- 
dental and establishment charges. In the Shanghai yard the Avon, 
Barroza, Cockchafer, Dove, Dwarf, Elk, Firm, Hornet, Leven, Opossum, 
Salamis, and Zebra were repaired, or received supplies.

Good Hope and West Const of Africa. 


During last month the following changes took place in the Royal 
Engineers :—Brevet-C>lonel J. Y. Moggeridge, stationed at Jersey, was 
ordered to Hong Kong; Lieutenant-Colonel E. M. Grain, stationed at 
China, was ordered home ; Lieut.

A number of young officers belonging to the Japanese army, who are 
pursuing their studies in England, have been permitted to visit the 
Royal Arsenal, Woulwich, to witness the process of manufacture of 
modern guns, gun carriages, and ammunition. 

The 57th regiment, which is to leave Portsmouth in December for 
Ceylon, has been at home six years, having returned from New Zealand 
in August, 1867. 
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JAPANESE LITERATURE. 

A Japanese translation of Mr. S. Smiles's Self-Help has been sent us 

(The Times) for inspection. The English work forms an octavo of 


moderate size. In Japanese it has expanded into a book of 1,500 or 
2,000 pages. Itis not bound after the modern European fashion, but 


divided into eleven parts, each of which is neatly, but looscly, stitched 
with one silk thread. The paper, which is exceedingly soft and thin, 


-with the colour of raw silk or straw, is only printed on one side, and 


has not been pressed. Each page forms a sheet with its fuld placed 
outside, and the parts are so cut as to lie above each other like a pack 
of cards. The binding consists simply of two sheets of bright-glazed 
yellow paper, a little thicker but of the same size as the printed pages, 
and of scraps of dark blue silk at each of the stitched corners to pre- 
vent fraying or tearing of the thin paper. The whole has a very neat 
appearance. On opening the book we are at first reminded of an en- 
tomological collection. The characters stand apart in long perpendicu- 
lar rows, like insects ina case at the British Museum, but on cluser 
scrutiny they seem to represent, not the lower animals, but familiar 
objects, such as houses, windows, fire-places, and various domestic uten- 


sila, involved in fantastic flourishes susceptible of no explanation. |’ 


These apparently symbolic figures are interspersed with dashes, hooks, 
and curves, which are, no doubt, phonetic. At the tops of the pages 
in the English cursive hand, are noted the subjects treated of, and it is 
strange to see the names of Disraeli and Gladstone, Watt and Stephen- 
son, Harvey and Hunter, Burns and Richter, and familiar English 
phrases and proverbs in a book which on its exterior bears so little trace 
in other respects of European influences. It appears from a letter of 
the translator, Mr. K. Nakamura, written in English which would be 
pronounced excellent if the production of a Frenchman or even a Ger- 
man, who had devoted special study to the language, that when in this 
country some years ago acopy of Self-Help was presented to him by 
Mr. Freeland, M.P. This gentleman then remarked that it was the 
best book of ite kind, and that a translation of it might be of use in 
Japan. On his voyage home Mr. Nakamura read the book with the 
deepest interest, and on arriving in Japan he translated it. He has 
every reason, he adds, to be gratified with the result, for almost all the 
higher classes of his countrymen now know what Self-Z/elp is. 








THe INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF ORIENTALISTS.—It having been de- 
termined by vote atthe International Congress of Orientalists, recently 
held in Paris, that the Congress of 1874 should assemble in London, a 
committee of management has been formed to make the necessary 
arrangemerys. The Congress will meet in the course of next year, and 
the subscription is fixed at f.12, or half-a-guinea. The languages, 
archeology, ethnology, and the arts and sciences of the various Oriental 
countries will form the subjects for discussion. It is proposed that the 
sitt: ,¢s should occupy six evenings, and that the mornings of the same 
days should be devoted to visiting the different national institutions 
connected with Oriental literature and science. The statutes of the 
Congress are in course of preparation, and detailed programmes will 

hortly be issued. All communications should be addressed to Mr. Robt. 
Douglas, British Museum, London ; and those interested in Oriental 
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studies who may be desirous of joining the Congress are requested to 
inform him of their intention as svon as possible. 

THERE has been launched from the building-yard of Messrs. C. Mitchell 
and Co., at Low Walker, on the Tyne, an iron clipper steamer, built 
expressly for Messrs. Watts, Milburn, and Co.'s line of steamers between 
London and China, She is one of the largest vessels yet built on the 
Tyne, her length over all being 405 feet, beam 42 feet, and depth 30 
feet, and her gross tonnage about 4,000 tons, She has full poop, and 
will be fitted for the accommodation of first-class passengers, topgallant 
forecastle for crew, and a range of houses amidships, about 100 feet 
long (with deck extending the full width of the vessel), in which is 
provided accommodation for the officers, engineers, couking-galleys, and 
other usual offices. On leaving the ways the vessel was named the 
Hankow, and was taken in tow of four tugs to Messrs. Hawthorne's 
works, St. Peter's, where she will be fitted by that firm with compound 
engines of 400-horse power, embracing all the latest improvements for 
the economy of fuel. 

THE Philudelphia Public Ledger states that a letter received from an 
ex-officer of the United States army, now employed by the Japanese 
Government in a surveying expedition on the island of Yesso, is to the 
effect that a magnificent timber country has been found there at the 
head of the Schlkon river, the largest stream in the island. This part 
of the island has never been visited by a foreigner, and by but few Ja- 
panese.

CHOLERA IN SIAM. 

THE resources of Siam, if but poorly developed, are 
nevertheless various and rich. Among its rulers are to be 
found mea of some reputation for statesmanship and in- 
telligence, and who are not unversed in European sciences. 
Bangkok the metropolis, has been reckoned to contain a 
population of about 400,000 souls, and there for more than 
fifteen years a considerable foreign trade has been carried 
on. We, therefore, regretted profoundly to learn some 
short time back that cholera has been raging to a frightful 
extent in Bangkok, the death rate there having been esti- 
mated at 500 per day. The ravages of the disease were 
no doubt much augmented by the great accumulation of 
cholera corpses in the temples awaiting incremation—there 
being upwards of 2,000 in one temple alone—and by the 
large number of bodies floating up and down the river. 
Most of the natives in the employ of Europeans had fled 
the city in a panic (the whole of the local newspaper staff 
among the rest). 

Not many days elapsed ere the malady appeared in Sin- 
gapore, but whether it was imported from Siam is un- 
known. Among the results consequent upon these calami- 
ties were immediate steps for quarantining all steamers, 
and the fumigating or “ purifying” the Bangkok mails, 
many letters being burnt and otherwise injured in the pro- 
cess. On the 10th of August the disease was still making 
ravages in Singapore, and “the quarantine regulations en- 
“ forved by other Governments on vessele touching at that 
“< port were the cause of serious loss to the place,” a remark 
which might be applied to Bangkok with still greater 
truth. Again, on the 18th of last month the Straits Times 
had nothing better to tell us than that, “judging from the 
“ number of funerals met with daily, ‘ . the 
‘‘ disease must prevail to a much greater extent than has 
“all along been believed.” Fortunately, however, for 
those who live in the Straits the police, the medical men, 
and the other authorities have been doing whatever intelli- 
gence can suggest to exterminate or check the disease. It 
is deplorable to reflect that in Siam, on the contrary, 
either from want of medical knowledge, from lack of or- 
ganisation, from mistrustfulness in their own power to 
accomplish anything, or from all these and other causes 
combined, the Government have not bestirred themselves, 
but have left matters pretty much to chance. 

Rumour has lately led us to believe that the Siamese 
tulers have not found the revenues flow into their Treasury 
in the full abundance which they had expected, and it is a 
pity therefore that when a pestilence has visited their 
metropolis they should not put forth all their powers to 
ward off or repress the disaster. Quarantine involves the 

avest possible injury to that foreign trade with which 
Saigon and British Burmah already threaten—for other 
reasons—most seriously to compete, and loss of foreign 
trade means a falling off in Customs dues. The proper 
way to develop the tax-paying power of a community is to 
encourage the cultivation of the land, but if the foreign 
trade diminishes the demand for rice and other products 
will diminish too ; and, besides all this, capital is hampered, 
credit unsettled, enterprise trampled out, energy and the 
spirit of gain disappear in a city where a plague is raging, 
and where every family is stricken with sorrow and en- 
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aa with the melancholy duties of caring for its dead. 
in these, and on many other no less obvious grounds, 
those who rule Siam should have not been niggardly in 
spending their time, their energy, or their money, so that 
the epidemic might have speedily been ousted. e speak 
subject to the correction of those more skilled in medicine 
than we can pretend to be, but we believe that cholera is 
not endemic in Bangkok. It has not prevailed there in 
any degree of severity for many years past, and we feel 

at doubt whether it can be regarded like dysentery, 
ever or diarrheea, as one ot the diseases common in Siam. 
It breaks out at rare intervals in that country, as it does 
elsewhere, but it will yield sooner or later if proper sani- 
tary measures are taken, and due precautions are used. 
Annual recurrences have never been experienced there, nor 
need they be apprehended. But perhaps the powers that 
be in Siam may view this matter in a light wholly different 
from ours. e recollect once hurrying to see a fire which 
was consuming a village of Mohammedan Malays, and we 
found a good number of the sufferers sitting calmly down 
till their homes and effects should have finished burning, 
because, as their priest had explained to them—the confla- 
gration was doubtless sent by ALLAH to punish their sins, 
and it would be impiety, therefore, to resist the will of ALLAH 
by endeavouring to save their property or extinguish the 
flames. 

It may be that superstition, assisted by panic fear, has 
bred some such foolish conception as this amongst the 
subordinate officials in Siam, and ignorant priests, too, per- 
haps, diffuse like doctrines around about. If so, it is the 
part of the more intelligent men who are placed at the 
head of affairs to show the greater wisdom and activity, 
and to do all they can to get rid of such idle and injurious 
prejudices. It is, however, by no means unlikely that there 
are some Siamese who, considering that cholera is a 
malady for which no specific remedy has hitherto been 
found, and also one which has not yet been unmistakably 
shown to be contagious—the mode by which it is propa- 
gated being very imperfectly understood—are persuaded 
that no action which a Government can adopt, when an 
outbreak of the disease occurs, will be of any use at all to 
stay its ss Nothing but the most mischievous conse- 
quences would follow from any such hastily adopted and 
unsound conclusions. First, as to the contagious character of 
the disease. GOLAUB SING, a distinguished Hindoo doctor, 
has lately published his opinion that cholera is not pro- 
duced by any contaminative causes, such as bad water, bad 
food, or want of sanitary precautions, so much as by natural 
predisposition ; but even he admits that this predisposition 
would certainly be increased by such causes as the above. 
Here, then, theSiamese can find askilled native of long Eastern 
experience, an opponent of the Western scientific theory of 
the disease, insisting on the importance of good food, water, 
and proper sanitary precautions to check the epidemic. 
But, on the other hand, there is the strongest evidence to 
show that water, at least, is one agency by which cholera 
can be conveyed. After the American war the disease 
broke out in a native regiment, so these troops were sent to 
the healthy hill-country in the West, where there were a few 
passing caravans, but no settled habitations. Every caravan 
that encamped where that regiment had previously made a 
halt was attacked with cholera. The soldiers had purposely 
been kept marching easily up and down the country, and 
an exact map of their route might have been constructed 
by noting down the dates and places at which cholera broke 
out in that district. Moreover, at Kieff, in Russia, on more 
occasions than one, a particular visitation of cholera has 
been accurately traced to two or three travellers from 
Tiflis, who have been seized with sickness in the Black Sea 
steamer some days after putting to sea. 

It is, therefore, petteeily clear that the Siamese Monarchy 
could not do better than take immediate measures to im- 
prove the water supply of their capital. At present it has 
to rely wholly on the river Menam, charged with sewage, 
dead bodies, and every other conceivable filth, and, at cer- 
tain periods of the year, when the flood tides are strong, so 
brackish that dysentery and bowel complaints be3z0me 
alarmingly rife. The police could at any rate pick up and 
burn all corpses adrift in the stream. The canals, road- 
ways, market gutters and the filthy mud-creeks might be 
purified ; the clearance of rank vegetation might be made 
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compulsory, the Chinese slaughter-houses and pig-stys 
might be looked after; advice on the treatment of the 
sick might be given, and a proclamation issued furnishing 
general rules for the like purpose. Medicine should be 
supplied gratuitously to the very poor, and no such thing 
ought to be tolerated as the heaping up of cholera corpses 
in the temples (they tell us of 2,000 in a single sanctuary) 
to await increntation ; burning or burial should be insisted 
on at once. When an Oriental is once attacked with a 
dangerous disease he readily succumbs. Their vital power 
and “ pluck” are far inferior to ours, and for this reason it 
is of an importance, far paramount to any of the preceding 
suggestions, for the authorities to show that they are hope- 
lessly fighting against the disease. The man whose fears 
have once been thoroughly aroused is of all persons the 
most likely to be attacked with the disorder, and if, there- 
fore, those in whom the people usually repose confidence 
show themselves impotent, despondent, and faint at heart, 
the panic spreads, the active are discouraged, the timid 
have their alarms increased, and in the end all men, high 
as well as low, give themselves up as lost, and therefore 
fall more easy victims to the unresisted onslaught of the 
disease. 


THE STRAITS’ OFFICIALS IN THE POLICE COURT. 

HARDLY a mail now comes from the Straits Settlements 
without bringing fresh illustrations of that spirit which 
has throughout clinravterised Sir H. Orp’s administration. 
From the threatened imposition of import and export 
duties, which called into existence the Straits Association, 
down to the high-handed proceedings which are said to 
have been the cause of the lately-telegraphed collective 
resignation of the non-official members of the Legislative 
Council, it seems to have been the policy, we had almost 
said the peculiar delight, of Sir H. ORD to proclaim in- 
difference if not scorn for the mercantile community which 
he was sent to govern. Itis but natural that the same spirit 
should be displayed by those of his subordinates who have 
been most solicitous to win, or most fortunate in winning 
his good graces ; and we are, therefore, not surprised to 
find such displays of it as the Singapore Postmaster exhi- 
bited the other day under the following circumstances. Capt. 
BucHanaN, of the Ben Ledi, immediately on arriving at Sin- 
gapore, hands two bags of letters to the Post-office messen- 
ger; and learning, almost immediately after the man’s back 
was turned, that a third bag had beenaccidentally overlooked, 
he sends it off, post haste, to the Post-office, where it is 
delivered within ten minutes of the arrival of the other two. 
Mr. TROTTER, the Postmaster, was not at his office, for the 
steamer had not arrived till 5 p.m., and he had prema- 
turely retired from his labours at 3.45; but getting next 
morning some account of the affair from one of the Post- 
office clerks, he thought proper, without asking the captain 
or the ship’s agents for any explanation, or even question- 
ing the Post-office messenger, to go to the police magistrate, 
and swearing to facts of which he had no personal know- 
ledge, to obtain a warrant for the arrest of Captain 
BucHANAN, on the charge of having “ wilfully detained the 
postal mails” on board his ship. The captain was accord- 
ingly taken up in broad noon-day in the streets of Singa- 
pore and carried off to the Police-station. When the charge 
was investigated, it broke down, of course, as soon as the 
messenger had given to the magistrate, as he would have 
given to the Postmaster if asked, his account of what had 
passed ; and Mr. TROTTER retired from Court declaring 
that he had acted only in the public interest. His zeal, 
however, for the public interest might be advantageously 
tempered by a little respect for the rights and Fueling 
of others. He informs us, indeed, in his cross-exami- 
nation, that he “ knows nothing about merchants or their 
habits,” and we are, therefore, prepared to learn that his 
sympathies are not et for mere masters of merchant 
steamers ; but yet we think that a little consideration is due 
by Mr. TROTTER, not only for those who have no preten- 
sions to his acquaintance, but also for himself ; for a gentle- 
man who suffers his ardour for the public good to make 
. ina very reckless and careless way, groundless charges on 
oath, exposes himself to the reproach of forgetting what he 
owes to his own character. If he is wise, he will direct his 
zeal to a more careful and personal superintendence ¢f his 
office ; for, though his salary was increased soon after his 
appointment, on the recommendation of his patron, there 
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have been, to judge from the local papers, more complaints 
of postal mismanagement and negligence since his arrival 
in Singapore, than there ever were before. 

Not many days before this occurrence, the same Court 
had been the arena of another display of the same charac- 
teristic spirit—happily with no greater success. If public 
opinion has been the general object of scorn and defiance 
in the Ordian circle, the very idea of judicial independence 
had even been more detested there ; and of all the Govern- 
ment-house officials, no one has more distinguished himself 
in proclaiming and practising this article of the Go- 
vernment-house creed than Mr. J. W. Brrcu, the 
Colonial Secretary. His encounter with Mr. Owen, 
only two years ago, while it called public attention 
to some of his peculiarities, ought to have made him a wiser 
man ; but the lesson seems to have been forgotten. It ap- 
pears that some public prosecution having been dis- 
posed of by the magistrate in a manner not entirely 
satisfactory to Mr. Brrcu, this gentleman hastened tu 
the Police-court and began to address the Bench in terms 
of remonstrance and reproof for the decision. Fortunately 
for the interests of common decency, to say nothing of the 
independence of the Bench, the magistrate was Mr. SNow- 
DEN, a gentleman who, however kindly and amiable in dis- 
position, is not the less alive to the respect due to himself 
and his offi¢e ; and so Mr. BrrcH was not only silenced, but 
also rebuked for his presumption in a manner too impres- 
sive to be soon forgotten. Retiring from the encounter, 
not a little astounded apparently, as well as discomfited, 
the CoLONIAL SECRETARY appears to have reflected on 
his proceedings ; for a few days later he re-appeared in the 
Police-court, and, whether from honest contrition, or by 
virtue of superior orders, or to avert more serious conse- 
quences, he openly apologised to the magistrate for his mis- 
conduct. 

These two little events in the Colonial annals challenge 
attention because they are the natural fruits of that wretched 
spirit of official insolence which has been rampant in 
the Straits ever since Sir H. Orp arrived there. The 
TROTTERS and BIRCHES of the public service, whatever may 
be their own natural bent, take their tone from those 
above them in the official hierarchy ; and with a GOVERNOR 
who is conciliatory and considerate, who pays fair attention 
to the views and wishes of the public, and who shows an 
honest respect for the administration of justice, we may 
confidently hope that we shall have no. such exploits as 
those which we have here noticed. 


OUR STRAITS CRITIC. 

THE Straits Times, on hearing of the dinner given by 
the Straits merchants to Sir ANDREW CLARKE, pronounced 
it “a mistake,” the speeches in general “ bosh,” and the 
admirable speech of Sir A. CLARKE, in particular, “ cha- 
racterless.” We are not surprised that, with such views, it 
should continue to evince irritation at our recent articles 
on Sir H. Orp’s administration, which it sagaciously 
traces to the pen of an old “one idead” fogy, who 
left the colony some thirty or forty years ago. ie would, 
perhaps, have been but just to his readers, as well as 
to us, if the Editor had pointed out any errors of fact 
into which we had fallen. But where a writer. chooses 
to confine himself to general vituperation, and _ es- 
pecially to impute “ partial untruth” to a series of pa- 
pers, without once venturing, in the course of the several 
months of their publication, to cite an instance of inac- 
curacy, we can only prescribe him a course of hellebore, 
and treat his reiterated accumulation of angry adjectives 
as the howl of a culprit under punishment, rather than as 
the remarks of a rational bystander. Whence he derives 
his inspirations it is hardly worth inquiring ; but by an odd 
association of ideas we are led to ask how it happens that 
while faithfully chronicling the proceedings of his Police- 
court-—sparing neither the Chinaman who is fined for firing 
crackers, nor the Malay who is sent to the treadmill for 
stealing a duck—his columns make no mention of that far 
more interesting case which we notice elsewhere of the offi- 
cial who was publicly reprimanded in the Police-court for 
misconduct? Perhaps the Editor will supply the details 
fully and honestly, otherwise it may be suspected that he 
was inspired in his silence, as in his speech.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RottrerDaM, Oct. 9 

A minister for the War Department has at last been found in the 
person of General Weitzel. It has been stated in the Second Chamber 
that he will adopt all the proposals of the late Minister, including that 
for the enlargement and repair of our fortresses, and that he will in- 
troduce a moderate scheme of military reorganisation. Time alone will 
tell whether this Minister will be more successful that his predecessors. 
The fate of the whole Ministry is at present most problematic, for they 
remain in office only because the Opposition is too much divided, and 
tco weak to hold the reins of Government. In Amsterdam a thorough 
Liberal, Mr. E. C. Buchner, has been elected a member of the First 
Chamber, go that the Liberal majority in that House is again reinforced. 
Perhaps the appointment of General Weitzel will strengthen the 
Ministry, for he is a most able man. Will he succeed in solving the 
eternal military question? Nobody is content with the present. con- 
dition of affairs, but only a very few agree about the means for improve- 
ment. Unfortunately, the Ministers wish to accomplish too much at 
once, instead of instituting a gradual reorganisation. The examination 
of the East India Budget in the sections is finished, and that of the 
Hoine Budget is proceeding. The report of the first will very soon be 
published. It is very remarkable that the majority of the commissions 
of reporters are Anti-Liberals. Thus it will not be surprising if the 
reports are not favourable. 

An important document was published to day, namely, the report of 
the Commission appointed some months ago to report as to the con- 
ditions upon which a concession could be granted for the construction 
of railways in Java, and also with regard to the direction of the lines. 
At this moment I can only give you the outlines of this voluminous 
report. The Commission think it best to adopt the narrow gauge of 
1:067 metres. This will, if approved, make it necessary to reconstruct 
the existing railways ; or, if the East India Railway Company doves 
not agree, to construct competing lines. The Commission recom- 
mends that the 960 kilometers should be cummenced at once, and 
that tenders for the construction of that distance should be invited. 
The lines proposed are :—From Batavia to Tji-Tjalengka; from Tji- 
latjap to Djoejo; from Solo to Sourabaya ; and from Sourabaya to 
Malang; and a beginning should be made simultaneously at the five 
points indicated. All Government land to be given free and relief from 
Custom duties to be granted for materials. The railways to be con- 
structed under inspection of the Government. , The concession to con- 
tinue for ninety-nine years, and the cost. to be calculated at £125,000 per 
kilometer, so that the capital required will amount to one million sterling, 
or the entire capital of the proposed company will be f.20,000,000, on 
which the State will guarantee an interest of five per cent. per annum. 
This capital will be applicd in the first instance to the cost of con- 
structing the railways, which cost will be repaid by the State when 
they are completed. If it turns out that the cost is greater than now 
estimated, then the Government will furnish the additional capital. 

It has created much astonishment that the Governor-General of Java, 
Wr. Loudon, has taken such a rigorous measure regarding the Press, 
Tf the editors were simply requested not to publish particulars about 
the second Atchinese expedition, nothing would have been said, but it 
is too bad that they should be threatened if they dare to insert any- 
thing without official sanction. The measure creates the more astonish- 
ment because we can always find the particulars, which we seek in vain 
in the Java papers, partly in the journals published here. For instance, 
the //andelsblad has announced the strength of the forces to be em- 
ployed, so that we know that 7,190 soldiers, in addition to a large 
force of artillery, of which the exact number is not known, will take 
the field. Now the question suggests itself, is not the action of the 
Governor-General sitnple nonsense, when such particulars are allowed 
to circulate here freely. In the meantime we are very anxious to know 
when this second expedition will commence operations. There is still a 
great scarcity of medical jofticers, although the Government offers very 
advantageous conditions to those who are inclined to engage themselves 
for the service. 

I hear that the Steamship Company “ Java” will build more steamers 
for their line between Java and Holland. It seems that any amount 
of capital can be found in England for this purpose, for not only do 
your countrymen participate largely in the undertakings, but even—if 
I am well informed—in a short time there will be a regular steam- 
ship line between Glasgow and Java, to be called the “County” line. 
It ia with much regret that we hear that the beautiful steamer Pring 
Hendrik, of the Nederland Company, has been lost in the Red Sea. 
The vessel was insured, but the Government loses an enormous sum by 
the loss of the valuable cargo. The managers of the company have 
already ordered a new steamer to be built in England. As soon as 
their fifth vewel is ready the steamers will, on their voyage to and 
from Java, call at Naples, in order to embark and land those passengers 
who prefer to make the voyage overland. The steamship companies do 
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all they can to shorten the sea voyage, and if the passage money was 
lower our merchantmen would carry but few passengers. 

Mr. J. Heemskerk Az, the former leader of the Conservative party, 
is appointed Member of the High Council. He is thus lost to Parlia- 
ment, and a new leader for the Conservatives is wanted. 

Great festivities are being held at Alkmaar, to commemorate the 
glorious 8th October, 1573, when the inhabitants forced the Spaniards 
to raise the siege of that town. 

It is stated in the papers that negotiations have been opened to ob- 
tain a site at Port Said on which to build sume store-honses and other 
institutions to promote and facilitate our trade. Prince Henry is one 
of the promoters of this project. 

It is officially announced that flogging with rattana is abolished in 
the East India Army. 

Our Money Market is well provided, but affairs remain very dull. 

PRODUCE MARKETS, 

CorrEE meets with some demand, and the prices have advanced to 
58hc. for good ordinary Java. The market closes very firm. 

Svaar.—The market remains unaltered. A lot of 3,000 mats has 
changed hands at f.4 under September prices. 

Tra.—The 15,500 chests Java, which were offered at Amsterdam in 
public auction, were readily sold at full prices, according to the brokers’ 
valuations. Only a very small quantity was boughtin. The greater part 
was taken for export. On the 10th inst. 10,376 chests Java and 658 
chests China will be offered. 

Spices.—The inarket is quiet, but prices are firm. A lot of 135 mate 
Java Cinnamon was sold at 190c. to 198e. for No. 1, 179c. to 185c. fur 
No. 2, 161c. to 166c. for No. 3. 

Java Torsacco.—In waiting for the large parcels, which will be 
offered in a few days by private tender, there are but small transactions 
to report. The stock is very important, viz., 17,191 bs. here, and 
23,884 bs, at Amsterdam. 

Cottoy.-+The market is somewhat firmer. Strict middling American 
is quoted 5c. 4 

Tix.—Notwithstanding that the last auction of the Trading Com- 
pany went off well, the 30,000 slabs, which were offered, being # “1 at 
f.744 to £.76, buyers could now easily purchase at f.1 to f.2 unde the 
auction prices. Banea has been sold at £744 to £.73 ; Billiton at 174 
to f.72. The alteration of the auction system seems tu have had a bi 1 
influence on the market. 

Cocoa-nut O1t.—A parcel, ex Menzaleh, has been sold at firm prices. 

InpiGo.—The result of the auction of the Rotterdam Trading Com- 
pany was anything but satisfactory. Only a very small quantity waa 
sold, The endeavours to make our town one of the head markets for 
this article must be regarded as a failure.

THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for September have been issued. 
The imports of foreign and colonial produce for the month are 
estimated at £30,332,843, as against £26,993,763 in the corre- 
sponding month of 1872, and £25,418,079 in 1871. For the nine 
months the figures stand at—for 1871, £242,655,928 ; 1872, 
£262,334,130 ; and 1873, £276,230,962. The exports of British 
and Irish produce for the month of September are estimated at 
£22,274,225, against £23,148,026 in the corresponding mouth of 
1872, and £19,837,891 in 1871. The exports in 1871 were 
£165,576,979 ; 1872, £190,314,662; and 1873, £193,675,520. 
As in the previous returns, much of the increase in the imports 
is due to breadstuffs, and in the exports to the increased price of 
coal, iron, steel, &c., the quantities exported being less, whilst 
the values are higher. The decrease oF the exports extends to 
almost all the principal branches of the export trade. Cotton 

iece goods are about the same—3()}),975,000 yards, as compared 
with 300,441,000 yards in September, 1872; but in cotton yain 
there is a decrease of 7 per cent. in quantity ; linen piece goods 
17 per cent. ; woollen cloths 10 per cent. ; and worsteds 25 per 
cent. The quantity of coal exported also shows a decline from 
1,208,000 tons in September, 1872, to 1,135,000 tons in September, 
1873, and of iron and steel from 300,508 tons to 265,793 tons, 
the latter showing a decrease of upwards of 3) per cent.

TEA. 

Messrs. A. Capel and Co, report :— 

There has been a very quiet tone in the market during the week. 
The arrivals have comprised three steamers from Shanghai and one 
from Foochow, the former bringing some Teas from Canton, thus in- 
creasing the supplies on offer of common to fair medium kinds of Tea, 
The trade have only bought sparingly, and for the sales made of these 
kinds prices have ruled in favour of buyers. Green Teas continue to 
be pressed for sale at public auction without reserve, and prices show 
some irregularity. The public sales have comprised 15,991 packages, a 
large portion being new season’s Teas, and nearly the whole have been 
sold without reserve. The Deliveries for the week amount to 3,646,000 
lbs., aguinst 3,364,000 lbs. last year. 

Conyous : Siftings have been firm at previous rates, new seasoh’s 
selling at full prices.
